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Household Art. 


It is about as easy to furnish n house 


iu ft beautiful as in nu ugly way; but 
very few people know it. bo the young 
housewife, U she has money, goes down- 
town and buys various Mdeouary-shajjed 
and frightfully-upholstered things, which 
she sets at right angles in a right-angled 
room. And this she calls furnishing a 
house. The money paid for the carpet 
which scrawls over the whole room, 
gathering dust and dirt under every 
piece of furniture, and definable only 
by making the room uninhabitable, 
wonld have bought n rag in bright Pel- 
bias colors, and hare paid for periodical 
pofcliings of the planks left uncovered. 
The.1! tha floor anil its covering could 
both be readily cleansed, and the gay 
colors of the carpet would be relieved 
against the dark gleam of the polished 
boards—an effect far more beautiful than 
any omnipresent carpet gives. The price 
paid for the furniture would more than 
defray the cost of something more com- 
fortable and more beautiful. There might 
not be as many pieces, but modern 
looms are usually overcrowded with 
sawed, turned, and chiseled ugliness. 
There are two or three men in this city 
who can design and make really artistic 
furniture, and who dp their work cheap- 
ly as well as beautifully. Then there 
are the household art stores of Boston 
and New York to draw upon. In gome 
ways, it is absolutely cheaper to fur- 
nish a home in 
good 
taste 
than 


in bad. The ponderous cornice which 
tops most curtains is not only ugly, but 
costly. 
A slender w.ooden rod, just 


strong enough to bear the weight of the 
curtain which hangs it on wooden rings, 
painted some color which harmonizes 
with the general tone of the room, is far 
less costly and for mo •&. tasteful. A 
mnble mantelpiece is n.rely as beauti- 
ful as one of square-cut wood, reheTed 
with tiles and chiseled in color; but the 
latter demands only about half as many 
dollars. Good paper, of dainty device 
and hue, usually coats a little, but only 
a little, more than the stifi' and glaring 
patterns which spoil most walls. It is 
cheaper than frescoing, and is better 
adapted to a home, which should be 
warmly and cheerfully tinted. 


It is needless to pursue this enumera- 


tion. The literature on the subject is 
quite full, ana is to be found in any pub- 
lic library—i>r should be. The display 
in the Honsehold Art Department at the 
recent Hospital Fair was a potent edu- 
cator of taste iu this city. It should be 
followed ut>. The Art Department of 
the Exposition of next fall would be the 
richer for a room devoted to household 
art. It would be more effective, simply 
as an educator, than the same space 
filled with paintings; and art never does 
better wore than when it refines the 
liome-Ufe of the people. If the world 
had to choose between William Morns' 
"Earthly Paradise" and his "earthly- 
chair," it would err if it did not take the 
latter—Chicigo Paper.
